We havo lito local news to record. A 
crickot match has beon played botween tho 
Cricket Club and the Racket Court, and

A programmo of thoapproaching rogatta 
‘has beon published. Its most intoresting 
featuree—the international four and cight 
‘oa matches—wo had already spoken of. 
‘Tho only other romarkablo itom is a junior 
‘ight oar raco. With theso oxcoptions the 
programe contains the usual items, and 
altogether promises good sport. 

Tho pump was got to work on tho Ajax 
on Sunday, and was found to work admir- 
ably, throwing out somo six tons of water 
a minuto; but it got choked aftor a fow 
strokes, by sucking in a picco of camlots 
from the cargo. A wiro cap has beon 
fitted to it to provent recurrence of the 
accident; but furthor operations havo, 
wo hear, been postponed till noap tides. 
It has beon ascertainod that sho is only 
about one foot in tho mud before, and 
tro feot astern ; and little doubt is onter- 
tained of raising hor when onco work is 
begun in earnest, 

No caso of importance has como before 
the Supremo or the Mixed Court. Roports 
of potty trials which have occurrod willl bo 
found elsowhoro. 

It will bo seen that one of the men‘con- 
‘cemed in tho reckless destruction of ‘pro 
erty at Hong-qno, on the occasion of the 
lato fire, has been sentenced by the French 
Consular Court to thirty-six days impri- 
sonment. This is a sovore sontonce, and 
will no doubt havo a deterrent effect, on 
people who may bo inclined to commit 
similar ooventrcities in futuro. 

Thoto of our readers who havo not 
boon prosent at a Chineso flagellation 
may caro for a sketch of tho process, 
as daily performed at tho Mixed Court.
